There needs not, we think, much more than repeating 


[ our Jas Mercury we broke off in the midft of a 


now conlifts of Flefh and Bones, therefore fo fhall ours. 
His is now the fame that ever ‘twas, the Heavens only re- 
ceiving im till the time of the reftisution of all things,whenthe 
fame Felus [hall come in like manner as his Difciples faw him 
afcend. His therefore is the fame now that ‘twas after 
his Refurredfion, ( nay the fame then that ‘twas bejore, tor 
he {aw no corruption ) but it then confifted of F/-/h and 
Bones, therefare it does fo now. They are his own 
words when he appear’d to his Difciples, Handle and 
fee, for a Spirit hath not Fleh ind Bones as you fee me have. 
For their worfhipping each other, they can’t with all their 
fhifts efcape the charge of Idolatry. Thote certainly are 
Idolaters who trujt in man, pray t0 man, worfbip man, at- 
tribute to him thofe Properties, Names and Titles due 
only tothe Supreme God, or Chrift our Lord. But this 
they do, as above to Fox, For in hin they live, * The in- 
“creafe of his Kingdom they fay 1s for ever. They call 
him Holy One, ‘afcribe Glory to him, and ftyle him Ble/- 
fed for evermore. For their antwer that this is only to 
the Light within, ‘cis ridiculous, for fuppofing it God, 
the very Hezthens might plead the fame for their wor- 
fhipping etber Ssocks and Stones. However, when they 
plainly call’em by their own proper Names, as here, 
Deir G. Fox, and attribute to the Perfon call'd by that 
Nane thofe pertections, either they {till mean them, or 
talk Nonfence. Further, this Light which they pretend 
to worfhip in G. Fox, is either part of God, or all God, 
or the operations and manife/tations of God, or God 
operating in them, or elfe the Afza himfelf, and nothing 
elfe. Jt cin’e be part/of God, for he has no parts ; nor 
all, for he can’t be circum(crib’d or comprehended ; nor his 
operations, for they can’t properly terminate adoration, 
nor God operatinz, becaule the Divinity, or rather Idol 
that’s pray’d to, is plainly call’d Geerge Fox, therefore ’tis 
he who is pray'd to and worfhipt: However, at beft this is 
making Godand Chritt fuch a one as themfelves, and if 
this been’t {peaking contemptibly of our Saviour, Fulian him- 
felf never did fo. 

V. Our sth. Charge is, That they deny.the Trinity, which 
wethus prove. Pen tn his Sandy Foundation, p. 12. has 
thefe words, ‘If God, as the Scriptures teftifie, hath ne- 
‘ver bin declar’d or believ’d but as the Holy One, then 
‘ewill follow that God is not a Holy ‘Three ; neither can 
this receive the leat prejudice from that frequent but 
impertinent Diftinction, that he is one in Subjtance, but 
3 in Perfons or Subjiftences: And p. 16. The 2d. Perfon 
of the imagin’d Trinity.—tho’ the Scripture exprefly af- 
hirms, 2 St. fobn 5.7.That there are three that bear record in 

Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghost, and 
* thele three are one. There we hope is a Holy Three de- 
fcrib'd as well as a Holy One, Another Inftance of their 
denying the Trinity, we'll give from afamous Book of 
theirs, we believe one of the firft ever printed by any 
of their Gang, the Authors appearing thorough Quakers, 
It’s call’d Sweet Sips of Spiritual Wine, in which there js 
towards the middle a {mall Traét call’d, Foba the Divines 
Divinity, printed as the reft, by Giles Calvert, and is 
indeed the moft regular and faireft Syftem of Quakerifin 


we yet ever faw ; in the very firft pag. and chap. where- 
of, wich is concerning the Trinity, there are thefe words, 
This hach been defin’d by ane God and 3 Perfors, which 
“isco make 3 diftin# Gods. ‘’Tis without proof from the 
“Letter, which declares one God and various admini/trati- 
“ons, one God and various workings. The Father is God 
‘himfelf, the Mord is God in Fleth in weaknefs, the H. 
© 6 off is God in power. ; 

VI. We fhould row prove inthe 6th. place, That they 
hold the Soul fleeps till the Refurrettion, but, as before, 
mutt ingenioufly confefs we partly miftook their Doctrine 
in that matter, ch6 as we alfo faid, well give ’em two 
Herefies more in the room on’t, The firft, that they deny 
the Refurrection of the Body, and zdly, The diftinét Existence 
of the Soul after Death. In both which Cafes, tho’ few 
of ‘em will {peak out, we flial]l make plain proof of what 
we afirm. And firft, Geo. Whitehead, before a hundred 
people plainly acknowledg'd, That be did not believe his 
Body fhou'd rile agen after Death — And here is one In- 
ftance of their faculty at Allegorizing before mention’d. 
For thus Pennington in Quakers Principles, p.34. ‘We 
“fay that Chrift is the Refurrection and the Lifeto raifeup 
© what Adam loft: So Chrift is the Refurrection to Life of 
‘Body, Soul and Spirit, and fo renews what Adam loft: 
And in the before mention’d Sweet Sips, zc. co the fame 
purpofe, Cap..16. ‘Chrift rifeth on the 34. day, appears 
‘to his Ditciples —This 1s a fhadow of Chrifts rifing in 
‘my Soul out of the Sepulchre of my Luffs, Parts, Righ- 
* teou{ne{s, in which he lay buried. A living to Righteouf- 
“ nefs, the being rifen with Chrift, is the firft Refurrection : 
© There is a 2d. Refurreétion of the Body, when the Natus 
‘ral fhall be made. Spiritual, the mortal immortal. This 
“isthe Redemption of the Body, and is cal!l’d the dat Re- 
* (urrection —\ts judged to this State’by God, hence ’tis 
‘cerm’d a time of fudgment. Atl Expreffions of Books o- 
‘pend, of Angels, Thrones, &c. is for the Myftery of the 
*Refurreétion of Chrift,you fee what’ti’,andwhat ’tis not. 
Andsthey are all of the fame mind, for Pen in hisanfwer 
to Faldo, never denies it as their principle, that the Body 
fhou’d not be rais’'d, nay ufes feveral of the Atheifts com- 
mon Topicks to prove there cou'd be no fuch thing as a 
Refurrection of the fame body, p,201.and 202. 2.They deny 
any diftint Exiffence ot the Soul atter Death ; for they 
hold ’tis entirely abforp: in God, and lofes its Individuart- 
on. Thus in the foremention’d Book,Cap. 26. of rhe Soul. 
‘ The Spirit mov’d in God from Eternity ; it Had God for 
‘its being, tho’ in Time made and fent into the Body af- 
ter. More Inftances might be given, but this is home. 

VIE. The Quakers have bin look’d on as the By-blows 
of the Fefuits. This is plain from moft Wrisers, and from 
Good Reafon ; from their Doéfrines being fo near akin to 
the Fefustes; (read Ignatius his Life, you'd think him as 
errant a Quaker as Penhimfelf) and from the great /ym- 
pathy of affection between the Pupifts and them. 

VIII. They deny the plenary fatistaétion of Chrift, 
and reft on their own merits —and indeed if one, they 
mutt t'other. Thus Nailor, Love to thedloft, p. 7.‘ With him, 
“his Righteou{ne(s, imputed or put in fo the Creature (a fine 
definition of Imputation) And Barclay {ays, p. — That we 
are juftified by Chrilt, ee. formed in us. Andthe Morn- 
ing VVatch, p.21. blames thofe ‘who apply to them- 
‘felves what Chrift did for ’em in the Body wherein he 
‘ fuffer’d without the Gates of Ferufzlem. 

IX. They deny the Divinity of Chrift; this they do with 
a witne(s, if they make him nothing but themfelves. This 
they do by abfolutely refuling toown that the Aan Chri(, 
who {uffer'd was God: See befides what we have quoted 
out of Barclay on the gti, Article. 

But X. They yet more plainly defy his Humanity, Fox’s 
Myftery p. 71. * Chritts Nature is not humane, where dot!: 
‘ the Scripture fpeak of humane —We deny the word hy- 
mane: And Smiths Primmer, p. 9. *Chrift without is a 
* carnal Chrift, and is utterly deny’d by the Light. 

XI. They deny Angels, Spirits, Heaven and Hell: And 
1ft, Let em if they can, fhow us‘ any of their Writers 
wherein any of thefe are afferted as di/tiné fubftances,or di- 
ftinét {rates or places for punifhments or rewards after 
this life isended. But more, we'll prove they affert the 
contrary, Sweet Sips, cap. 22, p. 4t. * Angelsare entituled 
* mimiftring Spirits, 8ec. the myitery aft It is this, a figure 
‘of Gods many bleffings, allo gracious Providences: Thus 
* Facob.call'd his Brothers favour an Angel, Fallen Angels 


~ 
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‘are bad Spirits, tertn’d Devils, i. e. The Authors of evil. 
€ ‘This is a figure of Gods mind concerning the myftery of 
* Iniquity 5 they may allo type out cro{s dijpenfations, p.5 0. 
© Divine Love is \ieaven. Hell is dreadfu. apprebenfions ot 
“God, Sin is the brim/cone of this Hell. The difcoveries of 
*€ God are Heaven atid Avil, his gracious and his wrathtul 
© prefeace, there is no ocber places And thus we have prov d 
ali our Charge,whence 1t toliows, as we afferted,that Qua- 
ie-ri(m is really a compendium of all Herefies, {ome ot which 
we'll name —Pharifees, Sadduces, Ebionites, Gnofticks, Eu- 
cratitcs, Murcionites, Caitites, Manichees, fac bites, Acepa- 
Li, Vrisheites, Adamites, Helcecattes, Marcocites, Colorbilites, 
Sabellians, Samofatenians, Macedonians, Arrians, Aerians, 
Dovatifts, Prifcillianifts cum multis alus- 

And thus we have now finifh'd the Proof of our Charge 
againit’em ; which whether we han’t fully made good, 
muft be lefe to che Judgment of every unprjeudic d Reader. 

They go on, and in reply to Our Objection — That they 
did not pradtile according to the Precept of Turning the 
eter Cheek, tell us, * That ‘t has beea their conftant Pya- 
‘ to bear the Switings, Buffecings, Plunderings, &c. 
which Men of our Spirit inflicted upon ‘em, under pre- 
tence ot Laws, whillt inule. We Anfwer, They bore 
it when they I lp it, by that fort of Patience 
which is perforce, and was ce're elteem’d any great /‘ir- 
tue --- not for Confcience, but an unaccountable, not to fay 
Brutal Stubberne(s; but we may without Breach of Cha- 
rity judge they wou'd have return’d as bad, if in their 
Power, becaute in all that they cowd, we mean bard words, 
they have far out-done all that eve went before ‘em --- 
which they jujtifie by our Saviour’s Example, ( pretend- 
ing they have the fame infahible Spirit ) agd acd as tous, 
that the maramefs of their Letter bears no proportion to the 
occasions given ; fo that it feems they can fometimes wave 
their Chriftian Liberty of Railing — but whether they 
have done fo, let us firft jee their Letter, and then their 
Defence, both of which have we confeis the true Strain 
of their Party. In their Letter they Charge us with No- 
toricus Prevarication, palpady : fal 
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grcis and falfe Afperfions, 
( but this is Civil ) Buff voner) and witfull Lye. 5 Scandals 
aid Abnufes, and call us malitious Lyars, and the wortt of 
Incendiaries. Let’s now.review their Leferce,and {ee what 
a teap of Civility we fhail find all thro’ tt ; where in the 
compals of one Sheet, they beftow the following Com- 
p'ements amongft us —— ‘ Moit virulent Spirits, Pra- 
‘cclers of the Pefuites Maxims, --- The Devil's in us --- 
* } Foons -—- their Difeafe is Malice and linpudence — wic- 
“ed --- profound Non{:ace --- palpable Ignorance — Quefti- 
© ons fo orofs, chat tliey wou'd not be ask’d by any that 
a y Chriftiaa —~ Malice has {poil’d their Memory -.- 
‘Piir-bers of the Publick Peace. And Whitehead in his 
Letrer, Complains of a Mew Perfecution, lays, ‘ We make 
‘ beats and Devils of “em --- of Lyes and Slanders --- cails 
“us dapertinen:, wicked, fillowers of blind Guides, (its a 
wonder Dumb Dozgs don’t come in too, tho’ we have no 
Silent Meetings ) not to mention che {mall Eivility of giy- 
ing us the Lye gftener than every Page, unlels we miis- 
count, act leaft a dozen times in one poor fheet a vet no 
doubr they’! fill think a!! chis too Jitcde, that they don’t 
render evil for evil, and thac ‘ their warmne(s bears no 
* proportion to the cccafion we have given ’em —all which 
they think to exeute, by pleading they can’t be filert 
without betraying the Truth: Sothat it feems they muft 
be filent, unlets they call Names, and can’t {peak with- 
out Railing --- tho” if this be their fhedaing torch of the 
Spirit, which they there talk of, certainly there’s many 
a She Holder-forth at Billing{zate, who.as well asany of 
theirs may pretend to In{piratjon. 

Next follovys their Letter, which we have formerly 4nfwerd ; 
and rhe nexe that delerves Confideration 1s a Paflage in their 3 P. 
1 Col. * That toavotd proving our Charge, and to prevent any clo- 
‘fer Anfier, We endeavour to amulethe Reader by asking Que- 
‘ tious, tobe Anfwertd Categorically, or taken pro Confesfo, whercus 
(as afterwards) we ought firft to prove our 4feriions, according to 
the Rules of Debate and Difcourfe. Whether we did it to evade 
proving our Cliarge, let the World now judge, and they‘ll find ‘twas 
to give acloler Anivver, not to efcape x: Tho* the chief Reafon 
why We Pri ypos*d thefe Queftions was partly out of Hope, at leaft 
Defire, that when fo fairly Charg‘d they might clear themielves ot 
thole grols Frrers which we were {ure fome of ‘em maintain'd -- or 
tthey refufed it, that we might know ‘em better, and Conture ‘ern 
all together. They have aovv refufed it, and have only {ent us from 
Po(tto Pillar, withoue any clear Refolution, therefore there's no 
avoiding the Confef{ion' we defired : Hovvever, We have Coufult- 
ed tholé Books they referred us to, and thence provd our Crarye, 
and yet more, upon them. All their pretence for this notorious 
(bi ftingy being * that we woud not have Anfwers to thefe Quefti- 
* ons de nove, but by the Teftimony of their uthentick Writers -- 
whereas #7e. demanded both or ene by the other, and as plainly we 
thought as ‘tvvas pofhble for usto doit ; and if We did not then 
expres it plainly enough, We novv again addrefs our felyes ‘ to 
< Thee William Pen, Thee Fobn Wiitebad, Thee S. Carter, and all 
+ you the Heads and Direétors of the People call‘d Quakers ,demand- 
+ jog of you in your ovvn Vindication, for the fatisfaction of the 
‘ World and as iy be accounted Chriftians, to Anfvver plainly and 
‘diftinétly, both from your ewx prefent Opinions, and the .41- 
“sag We formerly Propofed, which
